Summary of Report. 

The report of Engineer Armstrong 
opens with brief descriptions of the 
country surveyed by the engineers 
They report having encountered be- 
tween 260 and 300 million feet of logs 
immediately along the Nelson right-of- 
way with the possibility of much 
more along the tributary streams, and 
at the same time there are huge 
areas of timber suiteble ior pulp weod 
or ties along the whole route. Rich 
agricuitural lands were found along 
the Mitishto and Grass rivers as far 
Split lake, and vlong both sides 
the Nelson river to Hudson Buy. 
Frrom Split lake to Fort Churchill 
the land is not so attractive, the open 
country being in small patches mostly 
timbered and needing drainage. For 
40 mi out from The Pas there is 
a large quantity of good limestone 
availadle, svitable for building pur-

siderable amount of information has 
been obtained from officers of the

to be the best natural harbor on the 
west Coast of the bay, though the 
depths of water are not of the most 
desirable, the natural anchorage for 
vessels drawing 20 feet of water being 
raiher reswicted. A great deal of 
dredging and filling will be necessary 
to furnish a commercial port capable 
of taking care of a large volume of 
traftic. Most of the portion to be 
dredged under from one to two 
fathoms of water at low tide, leaving , 
an average depth to be dredged of at 
least 20 feet,

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY |PRESIDENT TAFT. {MANY LIBERALS 


TO HUMBLE SERVIA 


The Miniature Kingdom's Attitude|In Address to Congress He Declares 


Reauires Salutary Methods on 
Part of Austria. 


Vienna, March 3—Servia, as a result of 
Wednesday's ministerial council, refuses 
absolutely to withdraw her claims for 
territorial compensation and her other 
demands all of which Austria-Hungary 
refuses categorically to entertain, Th's 
ereates a critical situation which cannot 
continue long. It was announced in a 
circular note sent by the Ballplatz to all 
the Powers informing them that the at- 
titude of Servia was such that the dual 
monarchy might have to take measures 
to bring the sma!l state to reason, 

The advent to power ot the Nova Ko- 
v'ich ministry was heralded throughout 
Servia as a government of National de 
fence, the members of which were chos- 
en from all parties, to carry through the 
program of Servia’s National ambitions. 
This convinced Baron Van Aehrenthal 
that war was meant and a meeting of 
the Austrian cabinet was called, which 
is unanimously of the opinion that in 
such a case the dual monarchy must be 
prepared for the worst,
